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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 05/08/09 was filed after the 
mailing date of the Ex Parte Quayle Action on 03/03/09. The submission is in compliance with 
the provisions of 37 CFR1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being 
considered by the examiner. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10-12, 14, and 16-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest determining the non-tuming area as 
the second process region in such a manner that the non-tuming machining area belongs to the 
second process region, if the determined process-dividing position on the inner diameter 
machining said or the process-dividing position on the outer diameter machining side is within 
the non-tuming area, as recited in claims 10, 14, and 16, in combination with the remaining 
features and elements of the claimed invention. 

Method claim 10 is statutory since it requires an application specific computer 
("automatic programming", "outputting") used to create a machinitig/tuming program. 

Examiner has closely reviewed the references cited in the IDS filed on 05/08/09, 
particularly US 5,247,453 and EP 0 453 570 Al, but does not consider them to teach or suggest 
the claimed invention. For example, these references do not even appear to disclose both a 
tuming operation and a non-tuming operation, amongst other things. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
